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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Rierdon does not 
nnake up for the deficiencies of caching the retrieved account location information after it is requested by the communications device. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees because as before, in the rejeciton, a DDS of Rierden suggests the Applicant's interface device for 
servicing requests between clients and servers (i.e. see figure 2(a) for an illustration). Also, as stated previously (final action at page 3), 
the transaction generators equate to the claimed communications device. The Examiner respectfully submits that in operation, Rierden 
routes transaction Information generated from transaction generators 120 through the DDS (i.e. suggesting an interface device receiving 
an account access request from a communications device). Further, Rierden teaches that the DDS provides data location functions (see 
abstract, lines 3-5) to suggest that account location information is contained in the DDS (i.e. cached/stored in the DDS). Further yet, as 
seen in Rierdon, the DDS 150 retrieves global tables (defined in col. 8 line 54-57 to identify data servers 160) from the XRef Server 170 
(col. 9 line 8-10), loads it in memory, and thereby has the data required and the locations of that data to process the transaction (col. 9 line 
14-16). In summation, the Examiner submits that upon a transaction generated from a transaction generator (or client), the DDS obtains 
and loads in memory (i.e. caches) a global table identifying accessible servers and therefore caches location information to subsequently 
select the appropriate data server(s) for processing the transaction. 
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
